tory begins, which the Reader will obferve was in 
the remarkable Year 17 39. 

Mr. Degener had hitherto fpent his Time, partly 
in Bufinefs, partly in Study, but moftly in the Care 
of his Children’s Education. The young Ladies 
had every Accomplifhment of Art and Nature re- 
quired by the Sex and fuitable to their Age, — and 
the eldeft pretty much refembled the modern Beauty 
Mr. Fielding’s Mufe has drawn, if we except the 
broken Nofe of the latter. ——- The Boys he wifely 
defigned fhould be bred to different Profeffions : The 
eldeft, as before hinted, was to be the Merchant ; 
the fecond was defigned for the Bar ; and the youngeft 
was either to carry the holy Crofs or, by dextroufly 
wielding the knotty Stalf of 4fculapius, to wear 
the healing Crown of Laurel ; in better Englifh, he 
was either to cure Souls or Bodies, as a Divine or 
Phyfician, juft as mature Inclination and Ability 
might hereafter prompt or lead him. 

Too late in Life, about 60, Mr. Degener turned his 
Thoughts upon the important Hereafter : The for- 
mer Employment of his Mind and Health of Con- 
ftitution with which he had always been bleffed, had 
unhappily too long withheld the judicious Confider- 
ation of the mortal and eternal State: And I muft 
be allowed with fome Emphafis to obferve, that 
late Religion are oftentimes but fynonimous Words 
with fudden Infatuation. While the Mind is in 
Youth and Vigor let her determine, and what fhe 
cannot then receive fhe will learn afterwards to 
avoid. Mr. Degener did not want good Senfe or 
even fine Wit, and, with a good Share of experi- 
mental and no fmall liberal Knowlege, could not 
but poflefsa genteel Tafte in Learning and a thorough 
Underftanding of Mankind ; yet, with all thefe En- 
dowments, becaufe he was religious too late, he be- 
came the Dupe of a Man whofe Abilities were much 
inferior. It may be expeéted we fhould rather fay 
with the late worthy Dr. Trap, Mr. Degener was 
duped becaufe he was righteous over-much;, but 
we chufe to adhere to our own Expreffion, not be- 
caufe it is our own, but becaufe our Meaning differs 
from the Doétor’s. In this cafe, we find exceffive 
Religion dangerous, merely becaufe it is /ate. Young 
People have a Chance to grow wifer, and to dif- 
engage themfelves betimes from the Shackles of 
Enthufiafm ; but the old, or thofe who are religious 
too late, when they once adorn themfelves with thefe 
Chains of guileful Piety, will not be fet at large by 
any other than the mortal Hand itfelf. 

*Twas Mr. Degener’s Misfortune, as he was one 
day paffing AZcorfields, to fall into one of the Con- 
venticles belonging to the methodiftical Schifmatics 


| -who had there ereéted-their Standard of Reformation. 


Among thefe pious, or, if ye are not belied, thefe 
impious Brethren, a Man of Mr. Degener’s Ap- 
pearance could not pafs unobferved. The Arch- 
hypocrite, who was then in the Rofrrum, caft his 
wiftful Eyes upon him, meditated him all over, 
and plumed his Oratory with Feathers he knew 
would grace and captivate. His Skill in Phyfiog- 
nomy did not deceive him. Mr. Degener’s Tatte 
in Eloquence, tho’ not mean, was not perhaps as 
correét as his Piety was fincere. Without wafting 
Words, thus became Mr. Degener a Methodift, and 
in that what will beft appear in the Sequel. 

Simularus, which is a Name common to thefe 
Preachers, faftened upon his Prey. He foon under- 
ftood his good and his bad Fortune in its full Extent: 
The firft in Mr. Degener’s Affuence, the laft in his 
Children. How to remove the one to come at the 
other, he hoped however a fhort Time would in- 
ftrué him. 

Simularus had laid it down as a firft Principle, 
when he had properly prepared his Pupil to receive 
the Abfurdity, that no Man fhould be guided by his 
Reafon. It is certainly, however execrable, a very 
neceflary Doétrine for particular Purpofes ; fuch as 
for the thieving a whole Eftate without committing 








a legal Theft, ce. This is the grand Hinge whereon 
all methodiftical Miracles turn; and therefore the 
elaborate Workmen take unufual Pains to forge it 
folid, ftrong, and lafting. They are well repaid 
their Labour: Al! that follows is Gain or Paftime. 
When the Seeds of Stupidity have taken Root, 
which often occafions violent Fermentations in the 
Bed of them, Simularus foon after obferves with 
Pleafure the glowing Flowers of Enthufiafm they 
uce. This without a Metaphor would be 
called, the Workings of the Spirit to Regeneration, 
and fome have been fo outrageous in thefe Hours of 
De/fpair that no Confinement lefs than Bedlam could 
reftrain them, nor could any Skill inferior to 
Monro’s cure them. 
When they have abolifhed Reafon and confe- 


quently Morality, which are all that are great and’ 


good in Mankind, they talk a Jargon only intelli- 
gible to themfelves. Faith without good Works isa 
faving AEnigma they fometimes adopt, at other 
times they change it for another as inexplicable, juft 
as Convenience hits. This irregular Craft has turned 
out rather dangerous than otherwife: In {pite of the 
firft Principle, juft hinted, it has leflened the Num- 
ber of the Deluded: This Praétice is therefore juft- 
ly condemned and difcontinued. It will be obferved 
however they loft none of their aged Profelytes by 
it: They were fure of thofe who were religious too 
late, which I would beg the indulgent to confider as 
part of my Text. 

While I am writing one Paper I have Matter for 
more than one Volume: To trace the Labyrinths 
of methodiftical Artifice, to dete€& Hypocrify, Fraud 
and Iniquity, to lay open the Diftrefles of Children 
whofe only Crime has been that they had a rich Pa- 
rent, to fhew the unhappy Effects of Enthufia/m in 
old Age: All thefe can never be crowded into a 
Nutfhel more than the Iliads. What follows there- 
fore are little more than the Heads of Chapters, 

There are Watch- Nights, by fome called Leve- 
Meetings, among thefe People. To thefe Mr. De- 
gener conftantly went. Simularus had not been idle 
on his Part ; he had diicovered Degener’s Eftate to 
be all perfenal. He was rejoiced, and already en- 
joyed it in Thought. Ina few Words, let us un- 
ravel the hopeful Scheme. 

Simularus gets a young Profelyte Girl molded to 
his Wifhes. She was a Servant. He tutors her, 
he fixes her, and (if the Mufe is to be believed) de- 
bauches her. However fhe obferves Orders to an 
Exactnefs. Devotion is warm : fhe raifes thofe Emo- 
tions in old Degener nothing but Matrimony can 
allay. He contults his rebuting Confe/fir, who how- 
ever, as the moft unfinful Way, advifes it. 

The nuptial Torch is lighted. A pfeudo Flame! 
a mere ‘ag ey indeed! 

But the Objeét of Defire complains his Children 
are unchriftian, faithle/s, and refractory. He con- 
fults the fame oraculous Advice. Simularus very 
pertinently harangues on the miftaken Notions of 
the World with regard to parental Duty, proves 
from Scripture there can be no fuch thing ; and that 
he knows of no Relation but in and by the Spirit. ~ 
Caft thofe Things from thee that offendeth thee, {faith 
the holy One, even to thy Eye, thy Right- Hand, &c. 
And certainly, concludeth Simularus, thou may'tt 
caft away thofe Parts of thee which are already de- 
tached from thee. Degener obeyed the Spirit, and 
banifhed his deftitute Coildren one and all ! 

What a noble Mind ts therederthrown! exclaims 
Ophelia lamenting her loft Hamlet. How mutt old 
loft Degener be lamented by his undone Offspring! 
When a Man gives up his Reafon, he will not be 4 
Fool only ; he is ina fair way of becoming likewife 
a Brute anda Knave. But now the Cataftrophe. 

Matrimony and Religion together had unnerved 
and unfouled him! He juft lived to be confcious of 
the Pollution of his Bed by Simularus, and before he 
had time to reftore his Fortune to his Children, died:

felf or fends a Deputy ; by which the Arms will be 
in the Hands of peopie of Property. 

Thurfday was held a general Court of the fociety 
of the Fiee Britifh Fifhery, at Mercer’s Hall. The 
Meeting was very numerous; feveral Perfons of 
Quality and Figure was prefent, and there were 
many Debates; when the Court caine to the follow- 
ing Refolution: That a Call of Thirty per Cent. 
on the Proprietors will be for the Advantage of the 
Society. 

The whole Town of Southwould, with acon- 
fiderable Pait of that cf Lowettoff in Suffolk ¢ 
the Chitdien of the Foundling Hofpital ; the Poor 
of the Workhoufe at Ware in Hertfordfhire, and 
Richmond in Surry ; and the Charity Boys of Weft 
Ham in Eticx, are now advantageoufly employed, 
either in {pinning Twine, or making Nets for the 
Herring Fifhery seciety. By this feafonable Labour, 
the Poors Rates, are already fallen, from 4s. to 2s. 
in Southwould, A great many Applications (for 
Work) are making to the Scciety, from other 
‘Towns and Workhoufes, in different Parts of the 
Kingdom, ‘The Relief which the Places above fpe- 
cified meet with, proves beyond Contradiction, that 
were the Undertaking of the Herring Fihery efta- 
blifhed, in. its utmoft Lattitude, it would furnifh 
Employment the whole Year round, for our almoft 
numberlefs Poor. 

Yefterday fe’nnight a Petition, figned by the prin- 
cipal of Moorficlds Liberty, in the Parith of St, 
Leonard Shoreditch, was delivered in to the Court 
of Common Council, at Guildhal, defiring that the 
Wall that parts the. Middle and Upper Moorfields 
might be pulled down, it being a very great Nufance, 
not only tur the harbouring of Thieves and Vaga- 
bonds, but that People continually eafe them{felves 
under the faid Wall; all which being a very great 
Diflike to many of his Majafty’s fubjects that pafs & 
repafs that Way ; and tne Coure accordingly order- 
ed the faid Pctition to be laid before the Board of 
Works for their immediately remedying the fame, 

Saturday laft 95 Children were brought to the 
Foundling Hofpical ; of which 10 Boys and 10 Girls 
vere admitted, by Lot, in the Prefence of feveral 
Governors. 

There will be no Prefentations for the admitting 
of Chiien, the enfuing Eafter, into Chiritk’s Hof- 
pital, there being already a fufficient Number to,an- 
{wer the Incomes, at prefent, of the faid Hofpital. 

Thurtday 7-Night, at the Royal Society, Dr, 
Battie defired to withdraw his Name irom the Lift 
of that Body. 

Tis reported, that a Man of War will be order- 
ed to the Downs, to wait the Arrival of {cvera 
fhips expected from the Levant in Order to oblige 
them to perform a ttrict Quarantine. 

On Tueiday a Carpenter of a Man of War, of 
twenty-three Years of Age, was married at the 
Fleet to an agreeable Widow Lady of Ninety-{cven, 
with a Fortune of 3000],
